To the Chairman and Members of Oundle Urban District Council, 
MR. CHAIRMAN, LADY AND GENTLEMEN, 


I beg to present to you my annual report for the year, 1966. 


The report maintains the same format as last year. The environmental health of the 
district remains good but it must be remembered than many of the statistics, with the 
improved morbidity and mortality, have fallen too low to attach much significanceto them, 
On a national basis it is still being shown that there are both maternal and infant deaths 
that might be avoidable. The value of a report, practically all the information of which 
can be obtained elsewhere, and which takes a considerable amount of clerical time to 
prepare, scems very dubious but is still a statutory requirement. However, considerable 
duplication could be avoided and the work involved would be cut down should a district 
medical officer be allowed by his districts to issue a single report to cover all of then, 
this wouid provide additional interest in that councils would have the neighbouring 
councils’ figures to compare with their own.

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NATURAL AND SOCIAL CONDITIONS 


AREA. The Urban District of Oundle covers an area of 2,469 acres. The density of 
population is 1.4 persons per acre. The number of separate dwellings is 915 and the 


housing factor is 3.8 persons per house, 


POPULATION. The Registrar General in his return for 1966 gives the population as 3,480 

which is an increase of thirty on last year. There was a natural decrease of two (i986 
deaths minus births) which was the same as last year. 

BIRTHS. There were 56 live births during the year which was again the same as last year. 

The birth rate was 16.1 per 1,000 population compared with 17.7 for England & Wales. 
ILLEGITIMATE BIRTHS. Two illegitimate births occurred, one more than last year and this 
gives 35.7 per 1,000 live births. 

STILLBIRTHS. There were no stillbirths recorded for the district, compared with one 

last year. 

DEATHS. Of the 58 deaths that occurred, 31 were ascribed to diseases of the heart and 
circulatory system, 11 to respiratory causes and 6 to some form of cancer. 

MATERNAL DEATH. There were no maternal deaths 

INFANT MORTALITY There was one infant death, the cause of which was acute bronchopneumonia & 
influenza. This gives a rate of 17.85 per 1,000 live births, compared with 16,01 for the 
Administrative County and 19.0 for England & Wales,

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Annual Report of the Surveyor and Public Health 
Inspector for the year ended 31st December, 1966,

Mr. Chairman, Madam and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my ninth annual report about those matters which the 
Ministry of Health require yearly details, 


1. Water Supplies 


(a) An adequate supply, both as regards quantity and pressure, was maintained by the 
Nene and Ouse Water Board throughout the year. 


(b) Thirteen samples were submitted for bacteriological examination and all were 
reported as being satisfactory for drinking purposes. 


(c) 982 dwelling houses including house-shops are all supplied direct from the mains; 
the population served, Registrar General's estimate, was 3,480. 


2. Sewerage and 3ewage Disposal 


Difficulty was experienced, particularly towards the end of the year, in 
maintaining a satisfactory effluent from the sewage disposal works, originally designed 
in 1954. Since the present works became operative the number of new houses built and 
the general increase in water consumption per head is throwing an ever increasing load 


on the disposal works and the adequacy of the works now requires urgent investigation. 


A comprehensive scheme for the improvement of surface water drainage, particularly 
in the Glapthorn Road — New Road areas, submitted in 1965 has still not received 
Ministerial approval in its entirety, but the Council were able to carry out the lower 
portion of the new storm water sewer proposed, including a new river outfall and over- 
flow from the previously surcharged foul water sewer in New Road. Heavy rainfall 
experienced since this work was carried out has not caused the flooding of certain 
properties previously experienced. 


The Cgunty Council has also carried out some road drainage works at the northern 
end of Glapthorn Road which should anee reduce the flow in previously overloaded sewers, 
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4, Housing 
(a) Provision of New Houses by the Local Authority 


The 29 houses and bungalows commenced in 1965 were completed in May 1966 and a further 
scheme for 43 houses and bungalows was commenced the following month, At the end of the 
year 6 bungalows in this scheme were completed, and the remainder were under construction. 


The 7 Old Persons Bungalows in the former Danfords Yard, West Street, Oundle, were 
almost ready for occupation by the end of the year, 


(b) Private Enterprise Housing 


1, new houses were completed during the year for owner-occupiers none being built for 
letting. This compares with 8 built in the preceeding year. 
(c) Unfit Houses 


The Council purchased by agreement land off Benefield Road, Oundle containing 16 
unfit houses scheduled for action under Clearance Order procedure. The site is 
considered suitable for future housing development. 


6 unfit stone cottages in Danfords Yard were demolished prior to the erection of the 
7 01d Person's bungalows referred to above. 


(a) Grants for Conversion or Improvement 


6 grants for the provision of standard amenities were approved as against 9 of the 
previous year. All were brought up to the full standard. 


No applications for Discretionary Grants were received; these grants would appear 
not to be attractive to property owners. 
4. Refuse Collection and Disposal 

The regular weekly collection of house refuse was maintained during the year; the 
collection of trade refuse at a basic rate of 1/- per bin was continued and became 


accepted by traders; this is not expected to produce a large income but has the effect 
of reducing the amount of refuse collected, particularly from certain types of shops, 


Waste paper, used cartons etc. are collected free and, being saleable does 
something to offset the cost of the service generally. 
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5. Public conveniences, Cemetery and Churchyard 
These were again maintained to a satisfactory standard during the year. 
The Public Conveniences were re-decorated with a material which discourages the 


defacing of walls and ceilings which is all toofrequent; this and other measures 
taken has resulted in a period comparatively free from vandalism. 


6. Slaughterhouses, Food Inspection 

There are no licensed slaughterhouses in the District. 

Visits are paid to food premises, particularly during the summer months, and the 
co-operation of food traders generally in maintaining a high standard of equipment and 


cleanliness is highly appreciated.

All infestations were dealt with as reported or discovered, 


Council owned properties,particularly the refuse and sewage disposal sites are kept 
clear; private houses and gardens are dealt with free of charge, while payment is demanded 
in respect of trade premises treated. 


The Council have an arrangement with Oundle Public School whereby infestations of 
their extensive properties are deezit with on a fixed annual charge basis; this operates 
satisfactorily to both parties, 


As an extension of this service a number of wasp nests have been destroyed again this 
year at a charge based on time and materials; these insects can cause great annoyance and 
this service is much appreciated. 


13. General 


This Report can only once again refer briefly to those aspects of the years work upon 
which Annual Reports are required by the Ministry of Health, i.e. those normally carried 
out by Public Health Officers. The many other duties carried out by my department, which 
combines the work of both Public Health Inspector and Surveyor should, perhaps, be the 
subject of a separate report if time and the staffing position permitted it. 


Financial and other details are, however, furnished to the Council, the appropriate 
Committees or the Ministry at the relevant times, particularly when submitting Annual 
Estimates. 


My thanks and appreciation are once again due to the Chairman and Members of the 
Council, collectively and individually for their continued support and helpfulness during 
the year under review, and I am sure the Council would wish to express their appreciation 
to the outside staff for the way in which these essential public services have been 
maintained throughout the year, services for which we are inclined to take for granted.
